DREAMS TO REMEMBER 


ANGELIC UPSTARTS- Live in Carlisle 1980. By Nigel Barton (Distortion). 


After the response I received from the review of the 4-Skins gig in one of Bronco Bullfrog's back issues, I've put pen 
to paper again for another blast from the past. As luck would have it, when I mentioned to a friend that I was going to 
review The Upstarts gig he said he actually had a tape of it, so many thanks to Anthony for his help. 

The concert was in a market hall, it was a high ceilinged place that resembled an aircraft hanger. The sound always 
seemed to echo around it so no band ever sounded good there. 

This gig really sticks in my mind for a reason apart from the music though. It was the first time I'd ever seen a live sex 
show. Just before the Upstarts came on I was suddenly aware of a large circle being formed amongst the audience. 
When I went over for a closer look I saw a couple of punks going at it hell for leather in the middle of the circle. 
Everyone was shouting and cheering, and when they'd finished they just stood up, bowed and walked away. Well, how 
could the Upstarts follow an act like that? 

Very well as it happens. Opening up with POLICE OPPRESSION, the scene was set for a great night. But then came 
the bad news as Mensi informed us that there was a gang of soul boys hanging about outside looking for a fight, and 
that we were all to stick together after the gig. Great, there I was, 17 years old, on my own and 25 miles from home, oh 
fuck. Fortunately I saw some punks I knew from another town who said they could sort a lift home out for me. I just 
had to meet them at the end of the night, so my mind at ease I set off for the front of the stage for a pogo. 

Classic track followed classic track, “Leave Me Alone”, “The Young Ones”, maybe not such a classic, “Never Again’, 
“Teenage Warning’, surely one of the greatest anthems of all time. All songs starting with Mensi's words of fury. 

"This one's from our new album. Thank's to everyone who bought it. If you didn't you can suck. my cock". What do 
you say to answer that? 

“Let's speed”, “Youth Leader”, “I Ain't Never Ad Nothing”, “Student Power”, classics every one. The set finished with 
“['m an Upstart” and “Who Killed Liddle?”. All brilliant stuff. 

And what of my lift home you're probably wondering. Well it turned out to be with the youg lady who'd previously 
been the support act for the night if you know what I mean. Do you know the saying "Sloppy Seconds?". 
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The SPENT IDOLS are the reincarnation of 
Spent Idol, R.I.P., a San Diego north county 
garage/punk band which disbanned in 1982. 
In October '92 they reformed with all new 
material. They bring back the late 70s punk 
rock of New York City and London to the 
90s. Fresh and ready to start the punk 
revolution today. Interview with singer Mike 
Spent by Johan. 


Why did Spent Idol split up back in 1982? 
We broke up in 1982 because we felt punk as 
we knew it was dead. For me it had hashed 
into a blend of heavy metal, you could not 
tell where punk ended and metal began. All 
the punks were becoming rock stars of sorts. 
The media had gained control and look at the 
fruits of 1996 if you don't believe me. 

What was the reason for getting the band 
back together 10 years later? 

Because the kids were retro and didn't even 
know it man. It was like being a teenager 
again. I felt compelled. The crap being sold 
as punk to them was pathetic. I had to do it 
again, show 'em what's really up, you know. 
Why did you change the name from Spent 
Idol to The Spent Idols? 

Because it's a new band with new goals. We 
aren't caught up into what's happening, we 
are leaders not followers. I wanted it to be 
new and alive, not re-hashed so I kept the 
name in a sort of way 'cos I liked the name a 
lot and people around my parts knew of 
Spent Idol and I wanted to show 'em how we 
changed. 

You guys sound pretty snotty & pissed off. 
Is that anger directed to anyone in 
particular? 

No, the same type of creeps we hated in the 
old days you know. 

The band's image is pretty much '77 
oriented. Are you not afraid people 
consider it to be outdated? 

No 'cos they're outdated and don't have a clue 
about it. There's always cynics but who cares. 
Do punks in the U.S. still dress that way 
then? 

Not really but they're starting to now 
because of us but they got this 
Rancid/Green Day thing going. You 
know commercial media punk like the 
movies portray punk. We show ‘em 
what punks really look like. Real ones, 
not Hollywood B-movie crap. 

What's so fascinating about that look 
for you? 

Nothing fascinating about it. It's fun and 
I like it, we like it. We're role models 
you know man. Fuck the hippy shit. 

Is the inspiration for the new 
material the same as it was in the 
early eighties? 

No, in the old days it was booze & dope 
first, songs later. Too much fun. We just 
did it live, then wrote it down. Now I'm 
focussed and sober. I wrote for instance 
"Just A Girl Whore" because of some 
gidget I was dicking burned me. She 
was such a phoney [| had to blow it off. 


The Spent Idols Interview by Johan 
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What mood do you have to be in to write a 
cool punk rock tune? 

I don't know, it doesn't matter. I'm 
permanently pissed off. Life sucks, times are 
crap. 

Tell us something about the background of 
Spent Idol. Why did you form the band, 
which bands did you play with, funny 
stories,.....? 

We played with various San Diego bands like 
Personal Conflict, Manifest Destiny, Sacred 
Lies, The Executives, Moral Majority, etc. We 
used to rent gas generators and have gigs in rural 
areas, festivals of sorts 'cos you couldn't play 
parties and gigs. We always got raided by cops. 
A funny story ? We played a supermarket 
opening. We told 'em a bullshit lie about what 
kinda music we played and played 2 songs 
before we got shut down. Is that funny enough ? 


Both in America and England dozens of 
late 70s/early 80s punk rock bands reform- 
ed. What's this due to in your opinion ? Is 
the term "punk revival" appropriate? 
Punk revival ? No. I think punk has been 
around for years if you wanna call it punk. I 
think they reformed 'cos there's money to be 
made and the climate is right. It's punks turn 
again. It doesn't have such a bad name and 
everyone thinks they're punk anyway, even if 
they dress like Marky Mark and have a pony 
tail or mohawk with a baseball cap over it & 
baggy shorts and even if they play power pop 
crap, they're punk. At least the grunge punk 
crap is history right. Things are looking 
bright, there's bands playing that echo true 
punk. Too bad they're old timers by the age of 
25. Who cares, do what you want man. I do. 
Punk revival, no that's not appropriate. 

Do you find it hard to get the word out 
that the band is back? 

No, it's not hard at all. We've got a worldwide 
following with only word of mouth. People 
like yourself who dig what we do. Most 
bands get shoved down your throat until you 
like it. Promoters advertise in every issue of 
every zine & subliminally implant the band 
name in your mind just like FM Radio does 
to the masses. We get by 'cos people dig it. 
We get very little major support. What we 
got, we earned. We're not "friends" of 
business partners with any money mongers, 
just like-minded people who love punk and 
the spirit of '76 punk. 

What are the main difficulties you have 
encountered for building it all up again? 
The only difficulty I've experienced was the 
lame San Diego major promoters who 
thought we'd never make it and tried to hold 
us back 'cos we wouldn't play ball or kiss 
their ass. 

What did the band release in the early 
days & tell us something about those 
records? What have you put out recently 
& how did the deal with Incognito Records 
come about? 

We never released anything but tapes which 
we gave to friends. I guess Doug 
Moody of Mystic Records has some 
bootlegs of us he never released 'cos 
they're not his. Someone told me we 
were on a comp he put out years ago 
but I never heard or saw it. We were 
real rebels, had no aspirations for 
stardom and didn't even like our 
photo taken. We were live. If you 
weren't there, you missed out. We 
were very nihilistic and anarchist, 
super underground. We did get press 
in Flipside, etc. but a release, nope. 
Not then, now's a different story 
though. I traded music with Barny of 
Incognito. I read a_ story in 
Maximum Rock'n'Roll about 
German punk and wrote him, we 
became pen pals (he's got the great- 
est fuckin' music man) and the rest is 
history. One thing led to another. I 
love the "333 x Up & Down" single

we did with him. The German vinyl rules, 
very good quality, not like the U.S. Kids here 
are CD crazy, vinyl is old-fashioned to them. 
I've met kids that have never even seen a 
vinyl 45 record. Fuckin' pathetic eh ? 

Do you feel there's still room for old- 
fashioned punk rock bands like Spent 
Idols when bands like Rancid and NoFx 
seem to dominate everything with their 90s 
version of punk? 

Fuck yeah. We've got nothing to do with 
those bands, we don't compare. NoFx, etc. 
that's a money thing. Power pop, FM Radio 


stuff to sell tyres and surfware. It's fad or 
fashion and fades with time. We're style and 
are timeless. We will always be there. 

What are the differences & similari-ties 
between 1982 and 1996 when playing out 
with the band or when you get to see other 
bands? 

In 1982 we were outlaws, society hated what 
we represented. Now in '95 anything goes. 
Even jocks have mohawks or dyed or bleach- 
ed hair. Punk is acceptable, now it's safe. 
We've played with some real cool bands 
though. Yeah, I've seen some real creep and 
phoneys too. 

Do you still get the same buzz? 

My buzz is different now. I'm not doped out, I 
can see what's really going on now. Really 
enjoy music and life, not kid myself with 
drugs and booze. I love punk rock and act 
just like a teenager when I see or meet a cool 
band. I'm a fan of music. I lose myself in 
music, it's my master. 

Your sound is very similar to Blanks 77 if 
you ask me. Do you agree? Are you into 
these new U.S. bands who hark back to the 
early days of punk? 

No, I don't agree. They've got a much more 
Oi! approach, English 80s style. I'd say more 
like Exploited, we're more like Adverts I'd 
say if you were to compare. Yeah, I like The 
Blanks, Stiffs, etc. To me they are more 
romantic of what they see punk as. They're 
probably younger than us, our youngest band 


member is 28 years old. We've all been there. 
I'm not knocking The Blanks. I'd much rather 
see them where Rancid is you know. The 
Blanks rock. I'd like to play with 'em even. 
What are the key words of being a Spent 
Idol? 

Not to give a fuck about what's cool or going 
on and stay true to our music. 

What standards would a possible new 
member have to meet? 

The only standard is to love punk and not be 
a wannabe. That doesn't mean if you're 
young, you're not hip. Age doesn't really 


mean shit, it's what you're made of that 
counts to me but if you were there, that's a 
plus of course. 

What about your hometown? Is it a fun 
place to live? What's there to do on e.g. a 
Saturday evening? Do you all have jobs 
besides the band? 

It's alright. I mean, who cares where you live. 
It's just a place to sleep, it doesn't matter. 
Saturday night usually a gig. If I'm not 
gigging, I'm fucking or trying to anyway. The 
band is my job. I run the label for my girl- 
friend Laura. Henry the bass player is a wage 
slave like our guitarist Gabey. Jesse the 
drummer is still leaching off mom and dad 
like a good son. 

Do you never regret having brought the 
band back to life so far? 

No, not really. It's this or suicide. It's all any 
of us really have. It's a part of our life. A third 
arm or a cancer sore that won't go away 
keeps coming back. 

What makes it all worthwile and what are 
the tough moments? 

Tough times, the jealousy other punk bands 
cop on us like The Stitches, Snap-Her to 
name a few. It sucks but it's something to talk 
about at practice. What makes it worthwile is 
the response we get from around the world 
with very little or none promotion other than 
word of mouth. It's fucking great and my 
dream is to laugh at all the creeps who 
scoffed at us and my family who scorn me for 


doing what I believe in. I'm getting the last 
laugh finally. My dad always said you gonna 
get by on your good looks (?) son 'cos you 
don't have any. Fuck it Charlie. 

Are skinheads coming to Spent Idol shows. 
Do you like 'em to be there or do you feel 
nothing in common with skinheads? 
Everyone comes to our shows and I like that 
our rule is, it doesn't matter who you think 
you are. For the 45 minutes we play we're all 
in it together. Leave your fascism outside. If 
you like us, we like you. I don't care if you're 
black or think you're Adolf Hitler. Leave your 
political beliefs at home, leave politics to the 
politicians. It's their fight, not mine. We're 
about fun, not proving shit. It's really pretty 
cool to see people get along and people 
around us know where we stand. We're 
anarchist, we stand for us, not you. I don't 
care what the world's doing, we're too busy 
being us and we treat all people the same. 
We'll give you a chance, if you're a jerk - see 
ya. We don't judge or play god. All are equal 
to us. All are invited, black or white, Jew or 
Christian. Just keep your crap to yourself and 
we'll get along fine. 

Imagine you're 60 years old already, what 
would you remember from, let's say, the 
first 30 years of your life? 

Not much. Drugs and alcohol erased most of 
those years. Too bad huh ? 

Give us 5 good reasons why people should 
rather listen to a Spent Idols record than 
to a Bad Religion or Green Day record? 
Next question. We don't compete. You like us 
or you don't. We're not in that popularity 
game crap. 

What are your plans for the future? 

Keep putting out music, keep playing gigs, 
bump Green Day off the TV trap and really 
start the revolution. 

Any final comments? 

Thanks for the interview. Very cool one 
really. This is probably the best mail one 
ever. Remember, all you got in this crap 
called life is you. Your best friend is the 
reflection in the mirror and don't pet rattle 
snakes, they're pretty but bite. Punk on, we 
do. It's the bruised and broken turn.

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Klasse Kriminale Story by Alex Oi! Advocate 


Following the magic moment of Oi! and 
Punk, when music mags seem to forget this 
movement, the media discover skinheads 
only referring to the ill-politicized part 
though. Hard times when Oi! bands had split 
up, skins were banned from clubs, nazis were 
pressing and the left considered all skins 
enemies. 
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In the spring of 1985 in Savona, a small town 
with a narrow mentality, Marco manages to 
form the band that will be the spearhead for 
the bootboy generations to come. 

Like most bands, the first recording is a demo 
tape called "ODIATI & FIERI" ("Hated & 
Proud). Recorded in January 1988, the title is 
a clear answer to the prejudices against skins 
and the Oi! movement. 

By the end of the same year, the self-produced 
"CONSTRUITO IN ITALIA" ("Made In 
Italy") EP comes out, warmly welcomed & 
reviewed in "Beat Of The Street", an English 
music magazine. Klasse Kriminale have to 
face one of their biggest problems, the line- 
up. Marco and guitarist Antonella, after 
having found Ringo who was playing in a 
local thrash metal band "Shrapnel" (who 
played together with Klasse Kriminale), 
recruit Franco on bass through ads in record 
shops. With this line-up they recorded their 
first album in a studio in Genova but due to 
crap production, Marco & Co. steal the tapes 
and go mixing the album in Modena. In that 
town at "TMB Studio" where "Nabat" (who 
recommended it to Marco) recorded a few 
years earlier, Klasse Kriminale finally gave 
birth to their "CI INCONTREREMO 
ANCORA UN GIORNO" ("We'll Meet Again 
One Day"). It was released in 1990 and

includes some of the band's anthems like the 
title track, a call-up for the kids in the streets, 
"Goal", "Oi! Fatti Una Risata" (Oi! Havin' A 
Laugh), "Construito In Italia" - a reference 
point for a youth grown up amid 
unemployment, maffia, terrorism and against 
fascists who took our flag. It also contains 
songs such as "Lavoro O Rivolta" (Work Or 


Riot) - the rage of a generation with no job, 
"In Piedi Sulle Rovine" (Standing On The 
Ruins) - an invitation not to follow the easiest 
way, "La Nostra Terra" (Our Land) - a land 
that belongs to us but wasted by them, "Noi 
Non Moriremo Mai" (We'll Never Die) - a 
tribute to the strikes of those days against the 
privatization of ports wanted by Minister 
Prandini (now involved in the Tangentopoli 
bribery scandal), "Il Coniglietto Tippy" 
(Tippy The Little Rabbit) - an old song from 
Zecchino D'Oro (a song contest for children) 
apparently against hippies & posers, it's been 
chosen to underline the heavy youth 
exploitation by the system, "Ragazzi Come Tu 
& Me" (Kids Like You & Me) and "James 
Bond Girls", a ska song. The album with the 
cover in pure working class style shows the 
image of Giada on the back sleeve, a horse 
running with Klasse Kriminale colours. This 
LP, besides reaching the Top 50 in Rockerilla, 
an Italian music magazine in January '91, 
introduces the band to the whole of Europe. 

A French skin named Laurent, a Klasse 
Kriminale hardcore fan and drummer for 


PKRK, organises a gig in Metz in the North © 


of France, the band's first concert abroad. 
Since he knows all the songs, Laurent plays 
on two of them at the end of the concert. At a 
later stage, he'll be invited by Marco to play 


rhythm guitar with Klasse Kriminale in 
Bologna supporting Angelic Upstarts and 
where the nazis tried to boycott the gig. 
What's more, Laurent produces the group's 
second EP "RAGAZZI COME TU & ME" 
("Kids Like You & Me"), a limited edition of 
500 copies on blue vinyl for his new label 
Bird Records. 

It's still in France where Klasse Kriminale 
meet Alteau (since then the band's official 
cover artist) who brings them in contact with 
ex-Bérurier Noir and Molodoi singer Frangois 
who worked for Division Nada, a sub-label of 
New Rose and produces Klasse Kriminale's 
new album "FACCIA A FACCIA" ("Face To 
Face") and three more songs on_ the 
"CHRISTMAS PARTY" compilation. 
Francois leaves New Rose later on 'cos they 
never pay any royalties to the band. The line- 
up on the album is Marco - vocals, Antonella - 
guitar & bass, Angelo - drums and some of 
the tracks are "Oi! Siamo Tu & Io Vincenti" 
(Oi! Is You & Me Winning) - written a few 
weeks before the 4th Italian Oi! festival in 
1989, "Si Beve & Si Ride" (Havin' A Drink, 
Havin' A Laugh), "Uniti Sempre Divisi Mai" 
(Forever United Never Divided), "Lungo il 
Fiume" (Down The River) - a meditation 
about a generation poisoned by drugs, 
"Mangia I Ricchi" (Eat The Rich), "Quanti 
Altri Come Te" (How Many Others Like You) 
- written after the disappointment about the 
bass player's _— departure, _—"Politicanti" 
(Politicians) - dedicated to their politicians 
plus the covers "Runnin' Riot" originally by 
Cock Sparrer and The Slackers reggae song 
"Johnny Too Bad". Remarkable about the 
album is the "spaghetti western" style, easy to 
notice in the lyrics of "Faccia A Faccia", in 
the notes & rhythm of the Morricone style 
"Cow Punk Symphony", in the riffs of 
"Leggi" (Laws) and especially on_ the 
wonderful cover sleeve by Alteau. 

It's the same old story : "One against all... The 
duel with the institutions..." 

In that period Marco releases on his Havin' A 
Laugh label the compilation "OI! SIAMO 
ANCORA QUI" ("Oi! We're Still Here"), a 
bridge between the early 80s and the up- 
coming 90s with Italian rookie bands like 
Asociale, Ghetto 84, Alkoolnauti, The Stab, 
etc. 

Klasse Kriminale play in Lyon and London 
with the following line-up : Marco - vocals, 
Antonella - guitar, Manlio - bass and Laurent 
- drums but in November 1991 Antonella 
leaves the band and most people think this 
means the end. With the arrival of bass player 
Paolo, Manlio moves to the guitar and 
Claudio steps in on drums because Laurent 
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leaves the band to play with French ska band 
Skaferlatine. 

Klasse Kriminale appear on some 
compilations like "KIDS ON THE STREET", 
"THE ONLY SPIRIT IS UNITY" and "OI! 
IT'S A WORLD LEAGUE" compiled & 
produced by Marco himself for Havin' A 
Laugh, an international Oi! album with top 
bands like 4-Skins and The Business. Later 
reissued on CD by Step 1. 


Vuota" (Low Life) about drugs, "I Ragazzi 
Sono Innocenti" - the title track, "Non E 
Tardi Per Ricominciare" (It's Not Too Late To 
Start Again) - a reggae song, "Generazione 
Destruttiva" (Disruptive Generation), "Scritte 
Sopra I Muri" (Writing On The Walls), 
"Birra, Donne & Ciminiere" (Beer, Women & 
Chimneys), "La Ragazza Dalla T-Shirt Degli 
Angelic Upstarts" (The Girl With The 
Angelic Upstarts T-Shirt) - a love song and 


Afterwards they gave their support to the first 
international "Oi! The Meeting" against 
racism, playing on 4th September '92 in 
Rendsburg, Germany just after the Rostock 
riots. A week later they play in Erlense near 
Frankfurt in the middle of a riot with left- 
wing people and cops because the media 
portrayed the gig as a nazi meeting. The 
absurdity was that the band played an anti- 
racist gig a week before. Lots of German 
zines wrote about the troubles as if it were 
the Southall riot. Back in Italy, Klasse 
Kriminale were invited for a live radio gig at 
the "Francesco D'Abramo Show" (this guy 
organised the first Italian Punk Festival in 
1977) on "Radio Popolare Milano". 

Manlio returns to the bass and guitarist Lillo 
joins the band. Knock Out Records releases 
the album "THE HISTORY OF...Part 1 (The 
Collected Highs 1985-93)" and Klasse 
Kriminale play in Belgium at the "Second 
Belgian Oi! Festival" with The Magnificent, 
Funeral Dress, The Mushrooms & Franz Flak 
and in Milano with Incivili & the reformed 
Rappresaglia (an Italian punk legend) before 
starting work on their new album "I 
RAGAZZI SONO INNOCENTI" ("The Kids 
Are Innocent"). This release comes out on the 
new Italian label Twins Records and has a 
classic punk/ oi! sound plus a fresh bit of 
rock & lyrics exposing the problems that 
skins, punks & street kids encounter. 
"Propaganda", "Giovani Skins Senza Una 
Chance" (Young Skins With No Chance) 
about the political exasperation in the Oi! 
movement, "Vi Accuso" (I Accuse You) 
against journalists, "Un Altro Ribelle E 
Morto" (Another Rebel Is Dead), "Vita 


"Questa E L'Italia" (This Is Italy) about the 
growing economic crisis. 

After the recordings for the album, Klasse 
Kriminale get a new drummer called Davide 
and between 1993-95 they do a couple of 
mini-tours in Germany with Red Alert & 
Bullshit and appear on "Indie", a TV show on 
the "Video Music" Italian network. 
Meanwhile Silvio Berlusconi wins _ the 
elections and Marco gathers 25 bands (past & 
present) on the compilation "OI! AGAINST 
SILVIO" under the motto "Oi! It's A Working 
Class Protest Nothing More Nothing Less!" 
Because of job problems in October '94 
Klasse Kriminale change once again the line- 
up when Marco meets three people from 
Rimini (a town 500 Km away from Savona) 
who play in the Oi!-Core band Reazione : 
Ricardo - guitars (ex-Dioxina, ex-Rebel 
Army), Betty -bass and Castel - drums. 

With this new line-up they play again in 
Germany with Blanc Estoc, Red London, 
Bitter grin, Stage Bottles, etc., supporting The 
Business and The Lurkers in Italy plus even 
playing at Livello 57 (a squat in Bologna) 
opening the narrow-minded view of the 
Italian squat movement towards skins & Oi!. 
Then they support Italian Oi! legends Nabat 
for the "Tiziano Ansaldi Benefit Tour" to help 
the mother of a paralytic bloke who remained 
alone & homeless. Tiziano was the manager 
of Nabat and lived in Savona. 

For Klasse Kriminale's 10th anniversary, a 
double 7" with a special cover came out titled 
"1985-95 ORGOGLIO PER LE TUE 
PASSIONI" (1985-95 Pride For Your Passion) 
on the German label Knock Out. 

The band then played a benefit gig in Torino 


to pay the lawyers of four kids arrested for a 
bank robbery and accused of other false 
imputations by the law. 
In June '95 Klasse Kriminale gig with Klaxon, 
an old Roma punk band and have the concert 
recorded on a mobile studio (to be released 
soon as a live album). Recently they 
contributed songs for a new compilation "OI! 
WE. ARE. THE BOIS" on_ Bronco 
Bullfrog/Step 1, appear on a benefit for drugs 
& health care and a benefit for Bosnia 
"TRIBU TO MOSTAR". 
Marco's work for the band, the label (Havin' A 
Laugh Records) and the fanzine (Kriminal 
Class) is ever since a real challenge but his 
efforts have not been in vain in the end. 
Klasse Kriminale have always been there for 
the kids, to unite and to clean up their 
movement. Like all Oi! bands they are 
controversial, accused from both the right and 
the left... But what on earth have politics ever 
done for skinheads ? Klasse Kriminale have 
always wanted the working class and the 
street kids free from control and that seems to 
me taking a clear stance 'cos, after all, waving 
the flag is not the only way of being right.

ty Garry Fielding interview by Mark 


GARRY FIELDING WRITES A 
BOOK ABOUT THE BUSINESS 


ou might know or at least heard about Garry Fielding by reading some of the sleeve notes he wrote for 
Y LINK RECORDS in the mid/late eighties, others might know him personally or had a drink with him 
in the pub. He's an old man, no less than 35 years old, married with a 3 year old daughter who has enjoyed 
and grown up with Oi! music. He knew the 4-skins, Infa Riot, Business, Garry Bushell, etc.... personally and 
still has contact with many of these guys now. Garry Fielding started writing for Bronco Bullfrog last year 
and he is the man to supply us with some great and informative articles about bands & things that happened 
in the early days. But the reason of this interview is so we know a little bit more about this lad, and the book 
he's writen which will be published by ST PUBLISHING this year, a book dealing with the Business, one of 


the best Oi! band ever. 


How did you get to know the guys of The 
BUSINESS? 

I went down to London, early 1981, to go for 
a beer with Garry Bushell (when he worked 
for Sounds). The Business came along to the 
pub as well and I got to know them and went 
to see them play ‘live’ loads of times. 

When they reformed in 1984, Mick Fitz 
asked me to roadie for them. As he knew I'd 
worked for the Upstarts he thought I'd be a 
good roadie. By the time he found out that I 
didn't have a clue about anything it was too 
late. 


I sort of got railroaded into writing 
it by Micky Fitz and George 


Marshall. So I thought I'd give it a 
go. It was really hard work. 


Tell me about the Business book? 

It is due to be published in March 1996 by ST 
PUBLISHING. I 
sort of got rail- 
roaded into writ- 
ing it by Micky 
Fitz and George 
Marshall. So I 
thought I'd give it 
a go. It was really 
hard work. For 
example, to tell a 
funny story in a 
pub is easy but to 
write it down and 
retain the humour 
is very difficult. I 
did the first draft 
in about four 
months and sent 
it off to George 
Marshall. He 
very politely 
wrote back and 
said "stop being a 
lazy bastard". As 
I had known the 
Business and 
worked for them 
for so long, I 


knew the story pretty well myself and hadn't 
really bothered getting much input from the 
band members. So I went down, with my tape 
tecorder, to see each of the band one by one 
and came back with ten hours worth of tape. I 
just took the best bits (and there were lots of 
tales I didn't know) and re-wrote the book. 
How many times have you seen the 
BUSINESS play live? Have you toured 
with them out of England? 

About 200 times as a guess. Yes, I've been 
with them to America, France, Germany, 
Austria, Belgium, Holland and Italy. 

I believe the BUSINESS where on TV 
several times. Is there any BUSINESS 
footage available? I spoke with Steve from 
The Business the other night and he said 
he would love to do a video. 

Yes and no. There is a dodgy home made 
video from about 1984, some more recent 
concert footage (but nothing really special), 
Belgian T.V. film from the Main Event and 
some T.V. film from a New York Concert.

Will the book have loads of early 

BUSINESS photos? Any lyrics? Any 

funny stories? Discography? etc... 

Yes lots of photos, cuttings and odds & 

sodds. Discography, lyrics everything. It is 

about 50% story and 50% funny stories. 

Will the book have any mention about the 

Southall Riot? I've heard the band never 

talks about that subject. 

Yes the full story (there are even funny bits to 

that). 

What do you do as a living? 

Work in an office (at the moment) but my job 

finishes in 2 weeks. I am hopeful to find 

another job, too young for my pension. 

You used to wear a crop in the early days, 

what about now? 

Not as short now but still quite short. 

How did you start writing the sleeve notes 

for LINK RECORDS in the mid 80s? 

As I know the bands more than anyone else, 

Mark & Lol asked me to compile records and 
write sleeve 
notes. It was 
quite exciting at 
the time but 
since I must 
have done 50 or 
60 now it isn't so 
much of a high 
when you see the 
finished LP/CD.

How did you get 
into Punk & Oi!? 
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Garry Fielding interview by Mark 


Back in 1976 and 1977 I never really took 
much notice of punk, as I liked heavy rock. 
In 1978 I went to the Reading Festival (by 
London) and on the bill were Sham 69. They 
were brilliant- I'd never seen a band like them 
before. I always used to wear Dr. Martens 
and braces before, but after seeing them I got 
my hair cut short. I went to see them at their 
supposed farewell gig at the Rainbow (in 
London) in August 1979. The venue was like 
a war zone and they only played eight or so 
songs. But I have never been to a gig, before 
or after, with such an atmosphere. I also went 
to see them when they first came back in 
1986 but it was embarrassing. 


I always used to wear Doc Martens 
and braces before, but after seeing 


Sham 69 I got my hair cut short. 


What about the Upstarts? 

I first saw them in January 
Liverpools Bradys. They were great, so good 
that I ended up following them around on 
tour. They ended up asking me to become a 
roadie and I must have seen them over a 100 
times. In 1985 they were due to tour in 
America for six weeks. I had the opportunity 
to go with them but it would have meant 
giving up my job. It was a really difficult 
decision but I decided not to go. Anyway 
they flew over to America and got deported 
the next day, as they didn't have work 
permits. I was well relieved that I hadn't 
given up my job. Mensi runs a pub in the 
North East now. 

Did you see the Rejects live? 

A few times. The first time was when they 
played in Liverpool and it was like a battle 
zone. Out of a crowd of 400, 350 wanted to 
kick the shit out of them. It was all about 
football, people in Liverpool hate West Ham. 
There were ten bouncers on the stage with 
clubs but they couldn't stop the crowd. After 
about six songs, the Rejects had to leave the 
stage. The only places you could go and see 
the Rejects play was either London or in a 
small town (without a big football following). 
They were great 'live' band and just had the 
edge on the Upstarts. They were friendly 
lads, except Sticks who was a bit quiet. 

What was the Oi! scene like in England in 
the early eighties? 

Everyone knew each other and helped each 
other out. It was good days. It sounds a bit 
selfish but in some ways I'm glad that Oi! 
never really made it big, as it would have lost 
it's camaraderie. My favourite band were the 
4-Skins. I saw all three line-ups, but the best 
was with Gary Hodges as the singer. He was 
such a good frontman. I am sure that if he 
would have still been the singer, when they 
recorded "The Good, The Bad & The 4- 
Skins" it would have been the best Oi! album 
ever. Another good band was Infa Riot. They 
were never as good on record but were 
excellent on stage. Lee Wilson, the band's 
singer is now an antique dealer. Blitz were

good but ‘live’ they were always pissed and 
played terrible. I never saw the Last Resort 
play but heard that they weren't that special- 
although they were all good lads. Garry 
Bushell deserves a lot of credit for keeping 
everything together and for the Oi! albums. It 
is funny to see him on television these days 
as he is a bit of a celebrity. 

What is your opinion about fanzines? It 
seems there are more now than there used 
to be in the early days. Which are your 
favourite fanzines? 

I agree with you. There are more and better 
fanzines about these days than there was in 
the early days. I like any fanzine that is 
written with enthusiasm. 

You are married and have children? How 
old are you? 

35, married with a 3 year old daughter. 

Have you ever been’ to any 
SKREWDRIVER gig? What about the riot 
between INFA RIOT and 
SKREWDRIVER fans? 

Not directly. But I did, see them once when 
they made a surprise appearance at a Chaos 
gig. They weren't that good as the sound was 
terrible. I met Ian Stewart a few times-I didn't 
agree with a lot of his views but on a personal 
level he was fine. 

Do you keep in contact with many people 
of the early bands, i.e. Infa Riot, Last 
Resort, Upstarts....? Do you know anything 
about any of the 4-skins members? 

Not really. I spoke to Mensi last year. Of the 
4-Skins, I think Tom McCourt is a civil 
engineer and John Jacobs is a drummer for a 
rave band. 

Have you ever been to Spain? Or did you 
have enough by hearing the "Spanish 
Jails" song? 

Yes lots of times. Went to Barcelona once and 
to the seaside places in Southern Spain many 
times. 

What about football? Do you support any 
team? Do you think violence is necessary 
at football matches? What's your opinion 
about hooligans? 

I support Man Utd which coming from 
Liverpool wasn't that healthy (I've got a few 
false teeth!). I used to be a bit of a hooligan 
myself. It is fine if there is a load of lads who 
want a ruck but I'm not that keen when they 
use weapons or it is 10 to 1. 

I've heard Mark Brennan and Lol Pryor 
play football (someone must have taken 
the micky out of me), is this true? Is there 
a Captain Oi! team? 

You must be joking they are too old and fat. 
Captain Oi! sponsors (buys the football kit) 
for a local football team. 

What's Oi! for you? Do you listen to any 
other music? 

Having a laugh, a beer and the best music there 
has ever been. Also meeting some of the best 
people from all over the world. 

Do you listen to any of the new bands? What 
do you think about the new bands? 

Yes- love them. Just got a 30 track sampler C.D. 
(of new bands) from Germany. I can't understand 
any of the words but the music is brilliant. 


What can you say about bands like Green 
Day, Offspring or Rancid ? 

Yes I really like Rancid's "And Out Come 
The Wolves". Not fussed on Green Day or 
Offspring. Also like Vanilla Muffins from 
Switzerland and Die Toten Hosen from 
Germany. 


Of the 4-Skins, I think Tom 
McCourt is a civil engineer and 


John Jacobs is a drummer for a 
rave band. 


Do you know Garry Bushell personally? 

I hope so! 

What do you miss from the early days? 
How do you see the skinhead movement 
now? 

Well the scene is pretty much dead in 
England. But in Germany and America it is 
better than ever.

INFA RIOT 


Back in 1981, Infa Riot were up there 
with the 4-Skins as one of Oi!'s brightest 
hopes. I first saw them when they played 
at Liverpool Bradys in January 1981. 


They were supporting the Angelic 
Upstarts. Both bands were brillant- so 
good that I travelled round the country to 
see the next two gigs. By then I had got 
to know both bands and they invited me 
to travel round with them, on their tour 
bus, rather than make my own way 
round the country. So I ended up going 
along with them and seeing the rest of 
the tour- for free. They were that type of 
lads. 

Infa Riot formed back in February 1980. 
Their first gig was supporting the 
Upstarts in a north London Pub. Mensi 
became an instant fan of the band and 
even wrote a glowing review of an Infa's 
gig at a community centre, for Sounds 
Magazine in September 1980. The 
nucleus of the band were brothers Lee 
Wilson (vocals) and Floyd Wilson 
(bass). The guitarist was Barry Damery. 
They never really found a settled 
drummer and seemed to have a new one 
every few months. The name Infa Riot 
was an abbreviation for "In For A Riot". 
The leap from pub gigs to the London 
Lyceum was made in November 1980. 
They were supposed to be supporting 
Chelsea and the 4be2s, but blew both 
bands off stage. The same month Oi!

mentor Garry Bushell (then the features 
editor of Sounds Magazine) included 
Infa Riot in his famous "OI! THE NEW 
BREED" centre page article. 

Infa Riot's first issued recordings were 
two tracks on the second Oi! album 
"Strength Thru Oi!" in May 1981. The 
songs were the rabble rousing "live" 
favourite "Riot Riot" and "We 
Outnumber You". 

The band's first single was released by 
Secret Records in September 1981. It

was the double "a" side "Kids Of the 


80s"/"Still Out Of Order". Both good 
songs but the production wasn't as good 
as it should have been. The single en- 
tered the UK indie charts at the number 
nine position and went on to reach 
number two. It was a busy period for the 
band, a mini tour with the Business in 


October was followed by a support slot 
on the Exploited's "Dead Cities" tour in 
November. Playing the tour with the 
Exploited was a good move for the band, 
as it showed that they had a good 
crossover appeal with the pure punk 
audiences. 


In February 1982, Infa Riot were the. 


first band to play at the legendary Skunx 
club in London. Later the same month, 
they appeared on the bill at the 
"Gathering of the Clans" event in 


Scotland. Also on the bill were the 
Exploited, Vice Squad and the Anti- 
Nowhere League. 

The band's second single, "The Winner", 
was released in May 1982. It was a good 
song, although the production again was 
a bit thin. In June, a reviewer at Sounds 
was so impressed with the band's album 
"Still Out Of Order" he 
gave it five stars. The thing 
was, it was only a tape of 
the rough mixes for the 
album that he reviewed- 
not bad for five stars. The 
album was finished in July 
and released in August. It 
was a mixture of great 
songs with a few dodgy 
ones thrown in. The good 
were classics like the anti- 
fashion "Five Minute 
Fashions", "Power" and 
"You Ain't Seen Nothin' 
Yet" .-Thez: bad. ‘were 
represented by "Catalogue 
Kids"- 'We hate your soppy 
music/we love to hear 
some punk’. I agree with 
the sentiments but words like that- are 
you sure! The album was well received 
by all and even lead to friendly articles 
in the more mainstream national music 
press. "Still Out Of Order" spent four 
weeks in the National UK chart and 
peaked at the number 42 position. 

But by the end of the year the magic 
seemed to have gone. There was a brawl 
between the band and Skrewdriver's road 
crew at a gig at the 100 Club in January 
1983. Things then went very quiet until 
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1984 when a new album and single were 
issued- both called "Sound & Fury". 
There was also a change of name from 
INFA RIOT to the less controversial 
INFAS. I bought the single which was a 
disappointment but didn't risk buying the 
album. My brother eventually bought it 
when he saw it in a 50 pence bargain bin 
at a local record shop. It was a 


disappointment (worse than the single) 
even for 50 pence. 

An attempted come back was made in 
November 1986 when the band played a 
gig in Leeds. But although the gig was 
good, the band could never recapture 
that certain something that they had at 
the beginning of the eighties. An LP of 
the gig was released by Link Records in

September 1988 but the quality was poor 
as a tape from the mixing desk had been 
used. 

For the best of Infa Riot check out the 
Captain Oi! CD "Still Out Of Order". As 
well as the original album tracks the CD 
includes as bonus tracks the band's first 
demos of "Riot Riot" and "Five Minute 
Fashions".

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Everything listed here is free once you 
get on the Internet. If you don't have a 
computer, try your school or public 
library. If you do have access to a 
computer, shop around for a cheap but 
reliable Internet access provider. Most 
of them give you the software you need 
free; independent software is also 
widely available for free or low cost. 
College students can almost always get 
access thru their school. 


What a Tagled Web We Weave 


The Internet has a number of divisions. 
The Star of the Internet these days is the 
World Wide Web, which consists of an 
infinite number of sites or "Home Pages", 
accessible using Web Browser software 
(provided by on-line services and other 
sources), capable of displaying full-colour 
graphics, photos, logos, and, yes, playing 
music. There is no "entry point" to the 
Web, but nearly every home pages is 
cross-linked to other sites. What this 
means is that you can click with your 
computer mouse on a phrase or a picture 
or an icon  and---presto!---you are 
automatically transferred to the page it 
refers to (It's easy to go back and pick up 
your trail). Often a home page has links to 
many subsidiary pages or files created by 
the same source, so that there's a lot more 
available at the site than initially meets 


the eye. 

Transfers to other nome pages can take a 
minute or more, and downloading a page 
with a lot of graphics can be very time- 
consuming, but in principle it is just as 
easy to go to a page in New Zealand or 
Moscow as to one in Brooklyn. Put all 
these cross-connections together, and you 
have the Web. It is expanding daily, and 
more and more people find it possible to 
put their own pages on the Web. 

Each one has it's own URL (That's a Web 
"Address" ---It always begins with http:// 
(no spaces allowed in an Internet address) 
so remember that, ‘cause I'm going to 
omit that URL prefix in subsequent Web 


J addresses. URL's are a headache, long 


and subject to tiny but disastrous errors in 
copying. Fortunately, you can enter them 
in an electronic bookmark list or 
addressbook and then you don't have to 
remember or recopy them, just click on 
them. 

Of course, once you establish a home 
page you then have to pray that somebody 
finds you. So you cross-link with 
everyone sharing your interests, and 
advertise your existence in other forums, 
and if you're lucky one of the major 
directories of Web sites will consider you 
worthy of listing. If you want to check out 


a notable directory, try Yahoo at 
www.yahoo.com. 
Cyberskins 


So far I have discovered only two 
skinhead sites on the entire Web: the 
better and bigger is "Skinheads on the 
Internet" by Paul Paukstelis of Lashout, 
based in Manhattan (Kansas, not NY), at 
www.ksu.edu/-lashout/skns.html, which 
opens up with a great full-colour graphic 
and includes a history of the skinhead 
movement, an essay on the Jamaican 
origins of skin culture (ska, rocksteady, 
reggae), fashion clues, where to find 
clothes, a Cock Sparrer discography, 
Lashout Records stuff, my own interview 


with The Business, lots of reviews of ska, 


rocksteady, reggae, Oi!, punk and 
hardcore, and a very large art and photo 
and logos archive. 

The other is Dex McLeod's new 


"Traditional Skinhead" page, based in 
New York, at pages.prodigy.com/NY/ 
quintskinhead/fredperry.html. Last 
updated nearly two months ago as this is 
written in mid-September, it includes a 
traditionalist's index, "The Meaning of 
Skinhead" (A quotation from George 
Marshall, the best authority on the 
subject), a single letter, and a very 
extensive review of beers. 

I haven't found any Oi! music sites on the 
Web, but there is ska by the scores! The 
voluminous Ska FAQ (Frequently Asked 
Questions), which is excellent, can be 
found at www.cis.ohio-state.edu/ 
hypertext/faq/usenet/music/ska- 
faq/top.html. Moonska Records 
maintains a big site at 
www.america.com/- 
brianr/moonska.html with links to 15 
other ska home pages, cross-links to 41 
bands, and e-mail addresses for no less 
than 88 ska bands (not limited to Moon's 
stable either)-- go to town and tell all 
these bands what you think of them!!! 
Another major ska site is the Attempted 
Ska Page by Bill Tanner at is.rice.edu/- 
tanner/ska.html, with cross-links to 31 
other sites and 59 bands. Bill's page, like 
Moon's, has recorded about a thousand 
"visits" a month, and nary a tree has died 
for it. Some other ska Web sites are:

Punk is also well represented, and has an 
obivous starting point, Victor Gedris' 
herculean World Wide Punk page at 
wchat.on.ca/vic/wwp.html. Victor, a 
student at Canada's Trent Univerity and 
native of Hamilton, Ontario, started this 
page in March 25 and updated it recently; 
in two months it registered a phenomenal 
7.222 visits. WWP__ includes reviews of 
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bands and zines, cross-connections to 47 
labels (Gust what you need when that 
record you ordered is late- send 'em an 
e-message!), no less than 148 bands, 43 


punkzines (some are just e-mail links, § 
tho), and, get this, a staggering 81 other 


punk home pages around the world! No, 
I'm not going to list them! 

Incedentally, so far I have not stumbled 
on any review sections devoted to 
electronic zines or other Internet punk 
and skin forums. Badly needed! 


"News" Groups 


Many private companies have their own 
"news groups" (NG'S) or forums, but 
here I'm talking about the Usenet NG's, 
which are Internet-wide and should be 
accessible to anyone on-line. These NG's 
may originally have been meant just to 
post the latest news about a given topic, 
but they have evolved into general 
discussion forums and are like huge 
public electronic bulletin boards to 
which anyone can post a message and 
anyone can read all the messages posted, 
or (thank Shiva) select only some of 
them (based on the "subject"line) and 
skip over the rest. There may be 
hundreds of posts added per day, and 
you can go back and pick up older ones as 
well. Only a minority of NG readers 
appear to be active participants in that 
they post messages, either starting new 
topics or responding to previous posts; 
the rest are passive "lurkers". You can 
also send private e-mail responses to the 
authors of other posts. Most NG's are 
unmoderated, meaning anyone can post 
garbage to them; moderated groups have 
gatekeeper. If you can't get a particular 
NG, talk to your Internet access provider 
and you may be able to get it added to the 
available list. 

Most of the posts tend to fall into 
"threads": one person starts a subject 
"xxx" and then all the followup 
comments are designated "Re:xxx" in the 
subject line, so you can easilly follow the 
discussion. But often these wander far 
afield from the original subject and have 
nothing to do with topic still being listed 
in the subject line. There's also a lot of 
cross-posting: subscribers forward and 
repost interesting items from here and 
there because they think other readers will 
find them worth reading and often 
comment on them, starting a new thread. 

The messages themselves can be 
personal accounts, essays, reviews, show 
lists, tour itineraries, jokes, news events, 
fashion questions, personal ads, or 
discussions of the issues of the day,

e-mail only. How it works: the base 
computer keeps track of e-mail 
addresses of people who "suscribe" to a 
given list. You can suscribe via e-mail. 
From then on, every message sent by 
someone on the list to the central list 
address gets automatically copied and 
rerouted to you, and shows up in your e- 
mail "in" box. To reply, you simply e- 
mail your response back to the 
listserver. I'd like to start one for Oi!. If 
any readers can set up a listserv 
operation for me, please let me know. 


Sit Down For a Chat 


I can't write about the private "chat 
rooms" (Channels for live or real-time 
written conversation) run by companies 
like AOL (much derided by punx for its 
censorship policy), but only on the IRC 
(International Relay Chat) Channels, 
which are part of the Internet and should 


Ze be available to anyone with full Internet 


yester-year, or the future. 
I've been spending time with the follow- 
ing Usenet NG's (in alphabetical order): 
alt.music.hardcore, alt.music.ska, 
alt.punk, alt.skinheads, alt.skinheads. 
moderated, alst.skinheads.arent.neo. 
nazis. I've also looked at the following: 
alt.music.independent (not much of 
interest), alt.music.journalism, 
alt.journalism.music, alt.zines, rec. 
music.reggae. 
A tip for all NGs is to look for a FAQ 
(Frequently Asqued Questions) post, 
which is usually reposted at intervals, and 
will not only save a lot of time but may 
also keep you from making a fool of 
yourself. Most NG's don't have a FAQ. 
Alt.skinheads, being unmoderated, is 
defenseless against a horde of Nazi and 
racist cross-posters, generally not skins 
themselves, who flood the NG with their 
noxious faces. But if you just skip over all 
those messages (mostly obvious from the 
subject line), what remains is a fine 
conversation among intelligent and 
educated traditional cyberskins. This has 
become my favourite NG. The moderated 
one is much smaller and the arent-Nazi 
one is new and also small. I'd like to see 
an alt.music.oi! NG.

access. The Popular ones are active 
round the clock, are international, and 
are Shiva's gift to those who get lonely 
at 3 a.m., like me, and can't call anyone. 
#ska is always there with friendly 
people, usually including skins, to 
"talk" to. 
The IRC allows you to call yourself 
whatever nickname you like, and pretend 
you are what you are not. The quality of 
the conversation is often inane, the speed 
is sometimes very fast and sometimes 
very slow, and there are often several 
conversations going on at once on the 
same channel, making it scroll quickly, so 
you need to learn how to follow them 
simultaneously or disregard some. Fast 
typing sure helps. You can also set up a 
private chat channel within the IRC and 
go off and hava a side conversation with- 
out bothering everyone else. If you have 
friends with IRC access, this is a great 
way to save on long-distance phone bills, 
especially if your friend is overseas or 
you want a multiparty conversation. 
Someday tours will be booked very 
quickly this way. 

The list changes on an hourly basis, since 
anybody can enter the name of a new 
channel and there it is, waiting for visitors 
to discover it. 

I want to see an #oi! channel started. 
Suppose everyone opens up #oi! every 
Monday nite at midnite New York time, 
starting Oct.16; then we'll have a chat!.

BLUEBEATS interview by Noah Wildman 


BLUEBEATS 


The Bluebeats are a new band on the ska scene 

of New York City, only kicking about for near a 
singular year. It would truly be a short-sighted 
injustice to simply lump them in with all other 
NYC ska bands. They play strictly traditional 
Jamaican Music, have six members and sin of 
all ska-sins, have no horns. Bronco Bullfrog/ 
Skoink cornered lead singer Mike and rhythm 
guitarist Steve for a chat at the Cooler Bar & 
Club in Manhattan. 


BB: The Bluebeats, being one of the smaller 
up-and-coming bands which, I suppose, 
haven't gotten too much press? 

Mike: Actually, the only press we've gotten was 
before our first gig! 

BB: Would it not be an exaggeration to say 
that what the Bluebeats play is not typical of 
what's happening in ska? 

Mike: Well, that's one of our goals, eh heh heh 
heh 

BB: And what are your goals? 

Mike: Our goal is to play the most soulful music 
in a more original style, as we possibly can. 
Seeing that we have a handicap, but we're trying 
to get over it. 

BB: What do you mean by handicap? 

Steve: Lack of flesh-tone! 

Mike: Skin-tone, y'know 

BB: Hey there, that's an 
comment! Care to explain? 
Mike: Well, basically, you know, nobody could 
ever duplicate, I mean, in the risk of sounding 
racist, if any politician would say this they'd get 
fucking skewered, but let's face it, not many 
white people have soul. 

BB: Urr, O.K. Well, there was never too 
many white Jamaicans making music... 

Steve: Well, music in general... we want to be 
white people with soul. 

Mike: I hope so. I've been called black before. 
Steve: Very, very complimented. 

Mike: A lot of people thought I was black on my 
recording and I'm like, hey, thank you. 

BB: I think one of the major thing that 
separate the Bluebeats from what is 
happening in modern ska is the lack of horns. 
I know you may not want to go into it, but I 
know you play a horn! 

Mike: Well, used to. Yeah!, basically I'm a front 
man now and rather than trying to get a horn 
section together, put this way, I know what it's 
like to deal with a horn section together, and it's 
a lot... you just don't need them. There's nothing 
wrong with horns, we have nothing against 
horns, but I think we show that you just don't 
need horns to play this kind of music. That's 
basically it. 

Steve: Yeah!, I had no idea that it was so unique, 
I mean, I did my time. I was in the Scofflaws for 
2 years. 

BB: Weren't a lot of you in the Scofflaws? 
(The Scofflaws are a major leader in the 
NYC Ska scene, known for their huge, tight 
horn-centricity) 

Mike: Yeah, everyone except for Mike the lead 
guitar player. 

Steve: Yeah it's really surprising, not so much as 


interesting 


an advantage. 

Mike: We concentrate more on vocals, and the 
harmonies in the vocals, which a lot of bands 
don't. That's really what really makes us, plus 
the fact that we do more than half of our 
material is rocksteady and not at a faster ska 
pace. 

BB: So would you call yourselves a ska band? 
Mike: Not necessarily, I'd call us a band that 
plays ska music, we play rocksteady, we play 
reggae. 

BB: Is the material you play mostly covers? 
Mike: Ah, probably about 70 percent covers. 
We're still not even a year out, what we've 
learned to do is a lot of Jamaican classics that 
are familiar to people, of course mostly 
Jamaicans because most of the Rude Boys don't 
know the kind of music we're doing, so we don't 
have a big ska following, really. We're after 


doing beautiful, soulful music, that is what our 
real goal is. We just want to be good at what we 
do. 

Steve: You know, it's really a tough thing, too, 
and I noticed that a lot of times when you're 
trying to write for a genre, especially for a real 
solid backdrop like ska or rock- steady stuff, I 
see a lot of poor shape stuff happening, basically 
a lot of songs being re-written, so it's a tough 
process to come up with real original music in 
this style. It's not a high priority to put on an all 
original music show if the songs are going to 
suffer. Someone once asked George Thorogood 
why he ripped off so many songs, he said 
because Chuck Berry wrote all the good ones!. 
Thing is, nobody is playing it. We can go up 
there and it doesn't feel like we're doing covers, 
it's such vibrant music. 

Mike: We're exposing people to a portion of the 
Jamaican music that they wouldn't really be 


interested in otherwise or wouldn't be familiar. 


with. We love it all, from the ska to the reggae, 
we love it. 

BB: For people who are serious reggae 
listeners, they might consider today's ska 


music detached and closer to rock and pop 
than anything else. You guys, in comparison, 
could be accused of being purists with-in the 
ska scene. 

Mike: Well, I, uh, thank you! Thank you very 
much. 

Steve: One of the things that is very cool about 
this scene is that there is a lot of flexibility. 
Within this third wave thing is a lot of flexibility. 
I'm glad everybody can do their own thing. 

BB: And the Bluebeats are definitely on one 
end of the spectrum, at the moment. 

Mike: I guess so, we're the only ones doing what 
we're doing. 

Steve: I don't think we're coming from a retro 
kind type thing. To make an analogy, we're not 
like a Rockabilly band playing "Blue Suede 
Shoes" and some Gene Vincent stuff and 
dressing up for this throw-back thing. The 


conception that this music is old, well, we're not 
carrying anything else with us. We're not into 
setting the style, music is where it ends. 

BB: Have the Bluebeats toured outside of the 
area? i 

Mike: No not really. We've been staying local. 
Basically, we really can't, given our personal 
lives, but we would like to travel close to home, 
in the North East between DC and Boston. We 
just can't go on the road for 2 months at a time. 
We're doing this because we love the music, not 
sO we can go out and be rockstars. 

Steve: ..... and we like playing with each other. 
BB: (in Butthead voice) Uh, yeah, play with 
each other. 

Steve: It's really sad, we enjoy our practices as 
much as our gigs. 

Mike: We all get along, there's no attitudes, 
we've known each other for years and there's no 
newcomers. It's a great vibe on stage, off stage, 
everywhere. 

BB: Where do you foresee the Bluebeats 
going? 

Mike: Madison Square Garden. Where ever the 
music takes us. 
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Steve: This whole ska culture seems to be 
getting stronger, so you never know what's 
going to happen. 

Mike: We're heading into the studio soon to 
record a 7", and also a track for a compilation. 
We just want to do what we're doing and not be 
compromised by what's popular. 

As for skinheads in the ska scene and coming to 


the Bluebeats' gigs, all that Mike had to say, 
"We'll, we're not the kind of band who's going to 
attract nazis!" They've been in the scene long 
enough to know what the real deal is. 

The Bluebeats play authentic styled rock- 
steady, reggae, and hornless ska for the true 
believers. Though still only a local phenomenon 
in NYC, in a perfect world they'd be muscling

SKANXTERS ARE BACK!!!! 


Skanxters have been around for 6 years now and are a 6 piece Ska/Reggae/New Wave band from South West England. They have played all over 
the UK including visits to London, Southampton, Bristol, Great Yarmouth, Weston-Super-Mare and Oxford. The group have supported such acts 
as Bad Manners, The Selecter, The Nutty Boys (ex-Madness), The Lambrettas, Desmond Dekker and the Meteors to name but a few. 


Skanxters have received air play on Radio 1FM, GWR, Local BBC stations and a whole list of American and European University Stations. 


Release-wise they recorded a 4-track cassette and more recently a 4-track 12"single E.P. These recordings were sold in HMV, Our Price, WH 
Smith, and smaller independent record shops. A CD album is planned for the future to feature the original compositions that make up the majority 
of the current live set. Two compilations released late 1995 on Step 1/Bronco Bullfrog Records feature Skanxters songs alongside other up-and- 


coming bands. 


Over the past few months there have been some depatures. Guitarist Jason Hill and vocalist Andy Paton both moved on to pursue new musical 
projects elsewhere. Drummer Paul Rose later left amicably and now lives in Bristol after being in the band for two years. 


Carl Humphries (Vocals), Vince Hill (Bass and Vocals), Erin Bardwell (Keyboards and vocals) and Nina Gale (Saxophones) are joined by new 
members Redolco Fleming (Drums and vocals) and Mark McLaughlin (Guitar) to make it a six piece. The few gigs played before Christmas 
went down really well however the new line-up won't be gigging fully until this year. 


New compilation C.D. releases that features Skanxters tracks are out now! "Stay Sharp vol. 2" contains "Stupid Place to Be". The song "Fat And 
Ugly" is on "Gangsters of Ska". Both compilations were compiled by Bronco Bullfrog and released on Bronco Bullfrog/Step 1. To obtain these 
C.D.s and a free catalogue contact "One Stop Music Mail- Order", PO BOX 184, Ashford, Kent TN24 0ZS. UK. Both compilations feature Ska 
bands from all over the globe and contain seventeen songs on each. 


For the next few months the plan is to do lots of gigs and get some money saved to finance another studio session. A C.D. album would be 
wonderful as the band has been around for nearly 6 years, no album has surfaced as yet. If no interest from record labels can be generated, the 
Skanxters will release it themselves as was done with the 12" E.P. back in 1994. 


Some people may dislike the changes, but all the typical Ska covers have been dropped. The version of Eric Clapton's "Wonderful Tonight" has 
been kept, with "All My loving" (Beatles) being added given the Skank-up ingredient. Also a few new original songs have cropped up with the 
Funky-Ska of "Alone", the roots reggae of "Natty Dread". The Skanxters reach new musical grounds.

The Rebels were formed in 1977 in Sunderland and consisted of 
members who later on went to join Red Alert, Red London and 
Angelic Upstarts.

Screw 32 are young upstarts and consequently score a bit 
higher regarding freshness & lunacy, throw in some ska parts and a 
good amount of breaks.
